true to its vows of chastity, obedience 
and poverty and exceeding its vows In 
voluntary self renunciation. 
Diction, 
as has often been said, exaggerates 
w hat it deals with, as a statue must be 
exaggerated to appear of normal size. 
W e do not believe that all priests are 
unselfish, heroic and pure because they 
are thus represented today any more 
than we believe that all were degrad­ 
ed or cruelly fanatic because we find 
them so described in the fiction of cer­ 
tain periods. 
But it cannot be doubt­ 
ed that the change in novelists’ con­ 
ception of the priesthood indicates a 
sim ilar change in the standard of life 
and character of the priesthood us a 
whole. 
As the Romish clergy have contrib­ 
uted to the dramatic needs of fiction 
so have the English clergy been inter­ 
woven with the social and domestic 
fife of English stories, and as the priest 
was once portrayed as a jolly libertine 
or a cunning bigot so there was an ac­ 
cepted idea of the Anglican cleric. 
No hypocrite he, but an open world­ 
ling, free in the use of wine and strong 
language, fond of his ease and of fox 
hunting and acquit of bis ministerial 
duties when he had raced through two 
brief Sunday services and done all the 
baptizing, m arrying and burying that 
was thrust upon him. 
The really con­ 
temptible variety of him was the do­ 
mestic chaplain, who groveled at the 
feet of the great and was thankful to 
retain his scut at the nobleman’s table 
at whatever cost of self abasement. 
W hen dissent was ripe for the novelist, 
the 
dissenting 
parson 
was 
eagerly

world In themselves, 
(if them he says: 
“ I trust that I shall not be thought to 
scoff at the pulpit, though some may 
Imagine that I do not feel all the re­ 
spect that is due to the cloth.

When this is dom 
with sympathy, as is pre-eminently tin 
case wit ti George Eliot, when there is 
discrimination between vice and mere 
human weakness, it is undoubtedly foi 
the good, not for tin* injury, of institu 
tioual 
religion. 
Thackeray 
himself 
says, though the words may bi* slightly 
different, "Cod forbid that any words 
of mine should do barm to the church! 
George Eliot had a calmer, wider 
vision than Charlotte Bronte and ti 
deeper vision than Thackeray and Trol 
lope. 
Sin* sow iii the ministry till man 
tier of men and bore noble testimony 
to much that sin* saw In such dolmen 
tlons as .Mr. lrw ln e In “ Adam Bede,’ 
Mr. Trynn in “ Ja n e t’s Hepentunce’ 
and Mr. Lyon in “ Felix Holt.” 
Slit 
has given us the holder of tho sacred 
office as rabbi, Romish priest, English 
clergyman, Methodist sister and bidi 
pendent parson and alw ays with ti 
marvelous, iuipartial insight. 
Whose 
heart lies not ached with the common­ 
place heart of the Rev. Amos Barton, 
with his ill adjusted fam ily and in­ 
come, “ a man whose nature it was not 
to he superlative iii anything unless 
indeed he was superlatively middling, 
the 
quintessential 
extract 
of 
modi 
ocrity,” and ached yet more with his 
exquisitely drawn wife In the dreary 
realism of her sorrows? 
Then there is Dinah, a sort of pro­ 
phetic 
apotheosis 
of

Arm y girl. 
Very different In its de­ 
lightful and kindly humor is the con­ 
trasting, Iii “ Felix H olt.” of the two 
ministerial types, the Independent par- 
6on and the two English churchmen, 
rector and curate. In connection with 
her skill George E lio t’s modesty is in­ 
teresting when she says in apology 
for the Imperfections of her clerical 
personages: "M y strongest effort is to 
avoid any arbitrary picture and to give 
a faithful account of men and things 
as they have mirrored themselves in 
my mind. The m irror is doubtless de­ 
fective, the outlines w ill sometimes be 
disturbed, the reflection faint or con­ 
fused, but I feel as much bound to tell 
you as precisely as I can what that re­ 
flection is as if I were in the witness 
box narrating my experience on oath." 
In American letters the preacher has 
long been a popular figure, but “ The 
Scarlet Letter” is still the most power­ 
ful and successful study of the mind 
of a man in holy office. It is a unique 
conception, not to lie easily classified. 
The late popular ministerial hero, 
John Storm, Dean Maitland, the sev­ 
eral finely drawn priests in “ Helbeek 
of Bannisdale” and “ Eleanor,” the dis­ 
tinct individualities of the Scotch pas­ 
tors for whom we are indebted to B a r­ 
rie. lait Maclaren and m any others—all 
indicate an increase In public respect 
for the holy calling aud a demand for 
consistent living on the part of those 
who profess to teach the truth. To­ 
day the unworthy clergyman is the ex­ 
ception, and Ins unworthiness is not 
proclaimed as im plying the unworthi­ 
ness of the church he represents. 
The actively bad priest or parson 
had in fiction a successor who, though 
less

been 
scarcely more effectual in aiding the 
cause of practical religion.

As the Rom is b clergy have contrib­ 
uted to the dramatic needs of fiction 
so h a w the English clergy been inter 
woven witfi the social and domestic 
life of English stories, and us the priest 
was once portrayed us a jolly libertine 
or u cunning bigot so there Was uii ac­ 
cepted idea of the Anglican cleric. 
No hypocrUt he. but an open world­ 
ling, free in the use of win© and stroug 
language, fond of his ease and of fox 


scoff at the pulpit, though some may 
imagine thut 1 do not feel all the re­ 
spect that is duo to the elotli. 
1 may 
question tiie infallibility of the teach­ 
ers. but 1 hope that 1 shail not there­ 
fore be aceused of doubt us to the 
thing taught.”

To those who wen* his companions 
anil associates during one of tho g rea’ 
cst of all wars he takes pleasure in 
expressing his gratification that they 
have lived through the trials anil d a n ­ 
gers of long service to w itness the re ­ 
su lts of their fortitude, heroism and 
unselfish devotion to tin* welfare of 
their country.

church there is a mutual debt. 
The fact that the balance of 
obligation is on the side of the 
church does not make its portion of the 
debt less real, for despite much hold­ 
ing up of clergym en and their flocks 
to ridicule—Indeed, partly through that 
very means novelists have shown a 
zeal for the w elfare of the church, 
even, as is but too often the case, when 
they tire not them selves inside the fold. 
The artistic mind that is. the mind 
pf every writer born for his work 
lias 
a natural disinclination toward form 
and convention. 
It Is frequently deep­ 
ly devotional w ithout recognizing the 
necessity for the institutions of reli­ 
gion. 
At the sam e tim e the artistic 
mind should by its very nature see 
more clearly than ut liers Into the heart 
of vital truth; consequently, if from 
one point of view the novelist is iii 
danger of undervaluing the religious 
life, he should from another and a 
higher view be able to value it w ith 
peculiar Justness. 
Tile church fills nu immense place iii 
fiction. 
So deep rooted and w ide­ 
spread is its use tliat a hotly of fiction 
without the ecclesiastical elem ent is 
hard to imagine. 
The dramatic possi­ 
bilities of the priesthood, with its mo­ 
nasticism , its obedience, its inviolate 
confession, have been developed in ev­ 
ery conceivable direction. 
To the unspeakable corruption a t­ 
tributed to tills clergy in mediaeval 
Italian romance, to the cunning and 
merciless fanaticism charged against 
it by Eugene Sue and bis like, has sue-

ceeded a conception of a priesthood 
true to Its vow s of chastity, obedience 
and poverty and exceeding its vow s In 
voluntary self renunciation. 
Fiction, 
as has often been said, exaggerates 
w hat it deals with, as a statue must be 
exaggerated to appear of normal size. 
W e do not believe that all priests are 
unselfish, heroic and pure because they 
are til us represented today auy more 
titan w e believe that all were degrad­ 
ed or cruelly fanatic because w e find 
them so described In the fiction of cer­ 
tain periods. 
But it cannot be doubt­ 
ed that the change in novelists’ con­ 
ception of the priesthood Indicates a 
sim ilar change in the standard of life 
aud character of the priesthood as a 
whole. 
As the Romish clergy have contrib­ 
uted to the dram atic needs of fiction 
so lun e the English clergy been inter­ 
woven with the social and dom estic 
life of English stories, and as the priest 
w as once portrayed as a jolly libertine 
or a cunning bigot so there w as an ac­ 
cepted idea o f the Anglican cleric. 
No hypocrite lie, but an open world­ 
ling, free in the use of w ine and strong 
language, fond of Dis ease and of fox 
hunting and acquit of his m inisterial 
duties when he had raced through tw o 
brief Sunday services and done all the 
baptizing, m arrying and burying that 
w as thrust upon him. 
The really cou- 
tem ptible variety of him was the do­ 
m estic chaplain, w ho groveled at the 
feet of the great and w as thankful to 
retain ins seat at the nobleman’s table 
at whatever cost of self abasement. 
When dissent w as ripe for the novelist, 
the 
dissenting 
parson 
was 
eagerly 
seized upon as an opportunity for a 
new type. 
These three types have been gradual­ 
ly replaced by very different character­ 
izations. but one unfortunate order re­ 
mains still an object of d erision-the 
••urates. How long w ill they continue to 
furnish story tellers with ineffectual, 
undersized young men who fall impe- 
U-ssh iii love with the highborn beau­ 
ty of the parisli and provide a foil for 
the tall and virile hero? Through them 
Charlotte Bronte attained the summit 
of her fame. and. hard as it is upon 
the curates, it m ust be admitted, that 


ber 
iMirtraits 
were 
not 
im aginary. 
Doubtless, however, she saw the orig­ 
inals as she saw most things, with a 
passionate intensity that enlarged the 
characteristic ti poll which ber vision 
fixed and m inim ized its m odifying fea­ 
tures. 
Bishops have been favored al­ 
most as much as curates have been de­ 
rided. which Is hopeful f&r tile lesser 
order, as are not all curates potential 
bishops? 
There Is a goodly company of Ideal 
bishops In fiction of whom the dear 
and adorable bishop iii “I.es Miser­ 
able!” Is chief and best. 
Among liv­ 
ing writers Hall Caine has given us in 
“The 
Deem ster” 
a 
notable 
prelate, 
though Hic heartbreaking pathos of 
bls story m akes it too painful to ri‘*Q 
wffb enjoym ent, 
a hiss sane aud ad­ 
mirable creation is the young minister, 
Ewan, iii the sam e story, a cleric of a 
morbid type fast passing out of fiction. 
Anthony Trollope’s parsons are so nu­ 
merous and so varied iii their motives 
and diam eters that they form a little 
world in them selves. 
Of them lie says: 
“I trust that I shall not lie thought to 
scoff tit the pulpit, though some may 
im agine that I do not feel all the re­ 
spect that is due to the doth. 
i may 
question the infallibility of the touch­ 
ers. but I hope tHat I shall not there­ 
fore be accused of doubt as to the 
tiling taught.” 
This, too. 
w as Thackeray's stand­ 
point. 
H is veneration for the tiling 
taught made him hard upon insincerity 
iii the teachers, and. as Trollope says 
of Iiitu. he w as not cynical, but only 
necessarily severe in ‘‘Clerical Snobs” 
aud in his bold delineation of “tho 
Rev. Bute Crawley, the horse racing 
rector, and others. 
When this is done 
with sym pathy, as is pre-eminently tin* 
ease with George Eliot, when there Is 
discrimination between vice and mere 
human w eakness, it is undoubtedly for 
tile good, not for the Injury, of institu 
tioual 
religion. 
Thackeray 
him self 
sa \s, though the words may be slightly 
different, ‘ Cod forbid that any words 
of mine should do harm to the church!" 
George Eliot had a calmer, wider 
vision than Charlotte Bronte aud ti 
deeper vision than Thackeray and Trol­ 
lope. 
She saw in the ministry till milli­ 
ner of men and bore noble testimony 
to much that she saw In such delinea­ 
tions as Mr. lrw lne In “Adam Bede,” 
Mr. Tryan in “Janet’s Repentance” 
and Mr. I,yon In ‘‘Felix H olt.” 
She 
has given us the bolder of tilt* sacred 
office as rabbi, Romish priest, English 
clergym an, M ethodist sister and inde­ 
pendent parson and a I wa us w ith a 
marvelous, impartial insight. 
W hose 
heart lies not ached with the common­ 
place heart of the Rev. Am os Barton, 
w ith his ill adjusted fam ily and in­ 
come, “a man whose nature it w as not 
to be superlative iii anything unless 
indeed he w as superlatively middling, 
the 
quintessential 
extract of 
medi­ 
ocrity,” and ached yet more w ith his 
exquisitely drawn w ife in the dreary 
realism of her sorrows? 
Then there is Dinah, a sort of pro 
phetie 
apotheosis 
of 
the 
Salvation 
Army girl. 
Very different in its de 
lightful aud kindly humor is the con­ 
trasting, iii “Felix H olt,” of the two 
m inisterial types, the independent lia i­ 
son aud the tw o English churchmen, 
rector und curate. In connection with 
her skill George Eliot’s m odesty is In­ 
teresting w hen she says iu apology 
for the im perfections of her clerical 
personages: "My strongest effort is to 
uvoid any arbitrary picture und to give 
a faithful account of men und things 
as they have mirrored them selves in 
my mind. The mirror is doubtless de­ 
fective, the outlines will som etim es lie 
disturbed, the reflection faint or con­ 
fused, but I feel tis much bound to tell 
you as precisely as I can w hat that re­ 
flection is as if I were In tho witness 
box narrating my experience on oath.”

To­ 
day the unworthy clergym an is the ex ­ 
ception, and ins unworthiness is not 
proclaimed tis im plying the unworthi­ 
ness of the church he represents. 
The actively bad priest or parson 
had in fiction a successor who, though

pestilential, 
could 
have 
been 
scarcely more effectual in uiding the 
cause of practical religion. 
W ith ef­ 
fem inacy as his chief characteristic, it 
w as he w ho gave foundation to the 
description of the clergy as “the third 
sex.” 
To him in turn succeeded tile 
honest doubter, whose doubt itself was 
a relief after the timid, unhealthy, thin 
blooded piety of his predecessors. 
A few years ago there w as no theme 
more popular than this—the clergyman
